specially designed for the Arctic, will start from England next July. 


The leader and initiator of the 
expedition, Commander C..W 
Simpson, R.N., explaining the 
objects of the expedition told 
Reuter: “One day we may be 
faced with a war partly carried 
cnn the Pola regions, ang then 
if we are nol prepared for it and 
know how te keep our mon alive 
and filand our equipment in goo 
urder, we shall be in the same 
pheht as the Germans were tn 
Russia in the winter of 1B42." 


The expedition is a purely 
private enterprise in spite of 
its important scientifle and mili- 
dary aspects, But it is planned 
that the three Services should 
lend men ang equipment, while 
the money required for the ex- 
pedition—some £40,000—will 
be found by private subscrip- 
lions, mostly frotn British firms 

Mr Winston Churchill, the 
Prine Minister, has contributed

HE courts in

tions from people who 
wanted to adopt children. 


In the year before there had 
been 75,000 petitions: five years 
earlier the total had been 50,000. 
It is fairly'clear now that there 
is a new “trend”—a continuous 
steady increase, year by year, in 
the number of peuple who are 
ready and anxious to take into 
their homes, care for, educate 
and rear as their own a child 
or children born of — other 
parents. 


The explanations offered by 
the guthorities and the social 
workers who are closest to this 
phenomenon are complex, 
vatied and often strangely 
moving. 


They say, for instance, that in 
the last ten years or so a subtle 
chunge has been wrought in the 
social altitudes of Americans. 

Something gentler and 
more liberal has been evolving: 
some old taboos have begun to 
fade. There is nothing freakish 
any more in the idea of adoption. 

In the suburbs and in the 
schools, in dinner-party con- 
versations and in what is written 
in the newspapers and maga- 
zines, there is a new disposition 
to respect the motives of those 
who have adopted children, and 
1o narrow—sometimes ‘even to 
abolish-—-a gap that once existed 
between the prevailing attitudes 
to the natural and to the adopted 
child. ~ 7 

They say that some odd-mani- 
festalions of human diffidence 
and bravado are wrapped up in 
the story. An overwhelming 
majority of would-be adopters 
want little girls rather than little 
boys, and it is disclosed that one 
of the reasons why this is so is 
that the American custom of 
naming John Smith’s child John 
Smith, Juniur, raises a vague 
uncertainty that is not present 
when a girl is to be named.

The right way (in the ex-

Not only is there danger 
of serious accident and risk of 
loss of life to the miners them- 
selves, but the unplanned and 
chaotic development is causing 
grave damage to the surface of 
the land which will, if nol 
stopped, result in soil erosion 
and the silting of water supplies, 

Preliminary steps taken by 
Government to regulate mining 
, have been announced during the 
! past few weeks,—viz the setting 
_ up of a small Mines Unit within 
; the Labour Department and the 
appointment of a Superintendent 
of Mines and, more recently, 
the granting of short-term 
_dcences to approved persons 
giving mining rights in the New 
Territories, unti] such time as 
comprehensive new mining 
‘ legislation has been prepared 
and proper mining leases have 
been drafted. 

In the meantime, it. is pointed 
out, since Government has in- 
corporated in the present regu- 
lations the mecessary legal 
machinery to appoint and super- 
vise bona fide buyers of ores, 
the regulations already embody 
measures designed to facilitate 
the mining industry under satis- 
factory supervision.
